The funeral ceremonies were con- 
ducted at the home in Lexington after 
whidi Us remaina wore broagfat to 
Danville and thence to Lancaster, 
where they were buried with Maaonic 
honors, he being a member of tiiat 
order. 

Judge Denny's condition had been 
steadily growing worse for man than 
a week. His attending physician real- 
ized several days ago that bis recovery 
■a exUemdy doublAd and his dsath 
Tuesday night was not a surprise to Ida 
family and friends who knew his con- 
dition. 

He is survived by three children 
Miss Eugenia Denny, and Miss Massie 
LeaveH Denqr, who make their hoass 
with their parents, and Lieutenant 
Van Hamilton Denny of the United 
States Army, who ia now on the uck 
list in the Govemmant Baapital in 
Washington, D. C. 

He is also survived by a sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Eugenia Dunlap Potts, the 
authoress, who has made her home 
with Judge Denny for a number of 
years, and a brother-in-law, Mr. Wood 
G. Dunlap, superintendent of the Pep- 
per Distillery. 

Judge George Denny was bom at 
Point lAtk, Garrard county May 11, 
1848, and would have been sixty three 
years oki had be lived until May. His 
father, Alexander Denny, was a pros- 
perous farmer of Garrard county and 
was of Scotch-Irisb decent His 
mother, Mra Maaria Baraatt. Loavell, 
was deceaM Ami At Fkwdi Hag- 
uenots. 

In November, 1910 he waa married 

to Miss Mary Dunlap, daughter of 
Hon. George W. Dunlap, of Lancaster. 
Hia wife aDrrivea Mm, hot ia reeent 

years has become almost an invalid. 

In 1870 be was elected on the Re- 
pahKcan tidcet Coonty J«dge of Gar 

rard. At the expiration of his term 
as County Judge, he was elected Com- 
monwealth's Attorney of the El^th 
Judicial District, winning over the 
Democratic candidate by 777 votes, 
while Judge Mike Owsley, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Circuit Judge, 
was elected by a majority of 1,700 
votes. 

He was made chairman of the Re- 
publican State Central Committee in 
1879, and was prominent as one of the 
party's strongest leaders. In 1884 he 
was sent as a delegate from the Eighth 
Congresstonal District to the National 
Cenvantjoa-aliaiinco. He waa one

■re not here, ansrtime you may find at 
least a dozen of them sunning 
aelves in front of the ramshadde 
feBes «f battle row. Nor are the fe- 
male denizens of that sweet scented 
k>cality any better than the men. it 
fsahMSt faaiMsrible to aaeare a eook, 
and when one is obtainable, her qualifi- 
cation are but indifferent, and she will 
•■ly ttmf long enough to secure a stake 
and shi- is gone en the first "scursion. " 

This class of our citizens live otf the 
more induatrhmsaMariietaof their race; 
they always manage by some means, 
fair or foul, most times the latter, to 
Sit hsM af a piece of money, either a 
crap game, selling a little licker, or 
some other equally as reprehensible 
practice is brought to tbor aid, and 
tbe bard working colored man ar wom- 
an is invariable the sufferer. 

Some of them try petty thievery, 
but this custom invariable lands them 
in the penetentiary, and they have 
jirofited by the fate of their predeces- 
sors and seek soma ether less danger- 
eBB method of obtaining a Kreihood 
vHfaout laboring for it.

Attention Sheep Raisers.

The rale ahm apfdies to all transpor- 
tation companies, forbidding them to 
move any sheep, or to accept them for 
shipment oaless accom pa nied hf a cer- 
tificate from the proper officer.
